“I Walked Up the Aigle,
Straight Up in Front
of Him, and—Shot
Him!” He Testifies.

Clear Recital Makes Favorable
Impression on Justice Hen-
drick, Who Says, “He An-
awered Question Very Seri-
ously and Well."

NEW YORK, July b—"Evelyn hud gone
on ahead, with Mr, Thomans McCalah and
Mr, 'Truxton Heal following, [ stopped
to spenk to an pequalntancs. 1 looked up
and saw Mr, White. He had bia arms on
the table and hils head In his hands when
1 first noticed him. Then he lfted his

head and slared at me.
